Washington, D. C. November 13.— 
President Roosevelt has started for 
Panama aboard the battleship Louisi- 
ana and will thus establish a prece- 
dent by taking the first trip that a 
President has ever undertaken out- 
side of the United States during his 
term of office. 
He is accompanied by

Roosevelt, Assistant Secretary 
Latta, of the White House staff, Sur- 
geon General Rixey of the Navy and 
some of the' White House servants. 
He went down the rivar on the yacht 
Mayflower and transferred to the bat- 
tleship at Wolf Trap Rock in Chesa- 
peake -Bay. The departure from the 
Navy Yard was quite a social affair, 
the President being bid good-bye by 
the French Ambassador and Madam 
Jusserand, Postmaster General and 
Mrs. 
Cortelyou, Commissioner Gar- 
field and a number of the higher of- 
ficers of the Navy Department.

The Result Evenly Divided Between 


The-Democrats and the Republi- 


cans—Mr. Hughes.

New York, November 14.—It is not 


often in the history of political con- 
tests, state or national, that both 
parties are substantially 
victorious, 
but that is what actually occurred in 
the State of New York on the sixth 
day of November last-and if you don't 
believe it foot up the returns and see 
what each party got as a reward for 
being patriots, making nine or ten 
speeches every day, and saving our 
imperiled country. Tammany got all 
the judges and all the big commis- 
sions of which there are quite a num- 
ber; they employ thousands of men 
whose votes can be counted on when 
election day comes around, when no 
man unused to Tammany's system of 
aggregation can estimate the v^-lue 
of such an auxiliary force especially 
in districts where the vote is close 
and the majorities are gambled on 
by tens instead 
of thousands; the 


patronage secured by the Democrats 
will not fall short of a million of 
dollars; quite a number of the sal- 
aries run from $3,000 to $5,000. At 
state or national elections the assess- 
ment is ten per cent., Civil Service 
Reform to the contrary, notwith- 
standing. 
Don't for a moment sup- 


pose that any of the Tammany man- 
agers are going to make war on Civil 
Service Reform; no man holding a 
Federal office or a state office will 
ever be assessed for political office 
as he was in the olden time; no man 
has hinted to him that if his check is 
not found among the receipts of the 
party treasurer, it were better for 
him in the day of wrath that a mill- 
stone were tied about his neck and 
that he were thrown into the sea. 


While the Republicans igiake no 


such a cash result as the DWEnocrats, 
they have secured the honorable re- 
sults of their victory in the election of 
their candidate for Governor and the 
capture of such a majority in the 
Legislature as secures the election of 
a Republican Senator, a prize of more 
political value than all the gold and 
silver captured by the Democrats. It 
also gives them the complete control 
of the government of the state, and 
while it may be true that the Demo- 
crats have possession of all the great 
and profitable commissions, the Leg- 
islature has power to regulate and 
control them and in certain condi- 
tions to abolish them altogether. 


Now that the election is passed 


and we are able to sit quietly down 
and take a survey of the battlefield, 
succor the wounded 
a'nd 
bury the 


dead, the charges and counter-charg- 
es made by opposing parties are like 
those of Sergeant Puff and Corporal 
Boom in the comic opera, if it were 
not for the serious part that they 
play on the minds of the ignorant 
who derive what 
little 
of historic 
knowledge they may have from the 
tramp orators who disposed of his- 
toric information to the voters who 
hold that inestimable prize, the free- 
man's ballot. 
The morning after election a lady 


of my acquaintance met the janitor 
of the department house and asked 
him how he liked the election. 
"I 


don't be Hkin' it at all? at all, mum; 
I don't go a cint on this Huges." 
"Why, James, what is the matter 
with Mr. Hughes? he is a gentle- 
man." 
"I dunno; is he? 
But he's 
got the dirty dhrop o' blood in him; 
he is descended from Oliver Crum- 
mel, and you know that Crummel 
never liked the Irish." "What has 
that got to do with our Mr. Hughes?" 
We know something about the 


Hughes right here in New York. The 
grandest Priest that the Roman Cath- 
olic church has ever known was John

Hughes, Bishop of New York; he was 
not only great as a Priest, and a 
faithful son and champion of the 
church which he loved and served, 
but he was as loyal an American citi- 
zen as ever was born on Amerincan 
soil. 


When the rebellion broke out and 


eleven states in the-south attempted 
to sever the Federal compact and de- 
story the union, Bishop Hughes, hear- 
ing that a strong effort was being 
made to debauch the minds of his 
fellow countrymen and to have them 
enlist in the armies of the south, has- 
tened to England and made his first 
speech in the city of Manchester; he 
was served with a notice in the after- 
noon that if he attempted to speak

audience in the hollow of his hand. 
The Hughes have for a hundred gen- 
erations been of the gentry class, they 
were always leaders and chieftains; 
the race is pure Celt Irish, and fight- 
ers to the core; where the stock has 
been maintained untainted you will 
find them with dark hair and eyes 
just like our Governor elect. 
They 


are of a prolific race and you find 
them everywhere. Red heads or fair 
haired stock are not common in the 
Hughes class; when the Saxons and 
Danes made a descent on the Island 
of Saints hunting for wives, besides 
taking away all they could carry they 
left behind the fair haired, and "car- 
roty poll" is as much a term of re- 
proach in certain parts of Ireland as 
it was twelve hundred years ago.

Coddled Apples 


Coddled apples are made by steam- 


ing or parboiling sweet apples that 
have been cored and then simmering 
them in a syrup made from sugar 
and water, or the water the apples 
were boiled in. This syrup must have 
sliced lemon in it. Do not let the ap- 
ples break to pieces. 
Sweet apples 
are chosen because they hold their 
shape better than sour ones. When 
thoroughly done and flavored through 
and through with the 
rich lemon 


syrup dish them and pour the syrup 
over. 
Boil down if necessary. 
This 


is a delicious way to cook apples. 
They can be cooked in the syrup in a 
double boiler, a few at a time. 


A Few Skirt Tips 


And now, taking those side pleats 
that are let into each seam, some- 
times at flounce depth, sometimes at 
knee and even hip depth, these often 
have a habit of hanging in a kind of 
sag so that their lower edges show 
below the bottom of the skirt, says 
the "New York 
Evening Telegram. 


When they do this, just take a 
medium wide tape, the circumference 
ot the skirt, and baste it all around 
inside the skirt at the head of the 
pleats. 


Pin the head of these pleats to the 


tape, try on the skirt and adjust the 
pins until the pleats hang perfectly, 
then removing the skirt, sew the tape 
down to the heads of pleats only, and 
release the basting thread. 
If the 
skirt is very heavy, another strip of 
tape may be sewn to the head of 
each pleat, one end to the pleats, 
then taken diagonally across the next 
seam, something on the same princi- 
ple as one sees strips of canvas seWn 
into coats, one end at the armhole 
and the other at the outer corner of 
the pocket. It acts as. a kind of stay. 


The many-gored skirts that should 
hang in a perfect flare or graceful 
flutes, but simply won't, is another 
problem to many. 
Here again the 


most trifling detail has been, yeihaps, 
given, all attention, yet with dire re- 
sults. 
The skirt is not too full, yet 
instead of rippling or flaring, as it is 
expected to do, it just flops. Then .a 
faeing is put in, or an interlining, 
something that shall make it stand 
out, even against its will, yet the re- 
sult is only additional weight; the 
hang of the skirt is no better. 
In 


this case, the set is all in the finish- 
ing of the seams. 
They must be gashed around every 


curve, and carefully pressed.
